Friendly Reader, 

HEN I began to collect the fol- 

low ing Sentences of Hol Scr1P- 

ture, I little thought of making them 
publick; my deſign therein at firſt being 
only for the uſe of mine own children 
and family: But upon the requeſt of ſe- 
veral Friends, who believed the ſame 
would be of no ſmall benefit to all thoſe, 
who have an eſteem for the Holy Scrip- 


tures, I conſented they ſhould be printed. 


Having peruſed ſeveral Catechiſms, I 
fourd -moſt of them contain controverſial

points of Reli Pen much above the com- 
— and capacity of children, and 
treating of matters concerning which ma- 
ny profeſſors differ in their judgments. 


Bur conſidering that children are 
quickly capable of diſtinguiſhing between 
Good and Evil, and apt to receive any 
impreſſion : and their minds being early 
buſied about ſomething or other, I con- 
ceived nothing could be of more benefit 
to them, than to endeavour to excite and 
fix in their minds ſome ſenſe of God 
Almighty ; That he © made them, and 
created the world, and all things therein ; 
That he is the preſerver of us, from 
whom we receive all the good we enjoy; 
That He ſees all we do, to whom we muſt 

ive an account of all our actions; and 
that he will reward the righteous, and pu- 
niſh the wicked: And to inſtruct them in 
their duty to Him, their parents and 
neighbours; and to implant in their 
minds ſome ſenſe of holineſs and virtue, 
and make them ſenſible of the ill confe- 
quence of Vice and Immorality. 


Ix order to which, I have collected 
ſuch Sentences of the holy Scriptures as 
tend thereto; and clearly ſet the

great advantage and benefit that accrued 
in former ages to the Righteous, and the 


miſery that at tended the Wicked. 


So that my atm herein was, to promote 
real Virtue and practical Religion in the 
minds of my children; and not to fill 
their heads with empty notions, meer 
ſpeculations, or diſputable points. 


Now ſeeing this Treatiſeis made pub- 
lic, I defire * Reader would be pleaſed 
to take notice; That although the learn- 
ing theſe Sentences may be of t be- 
nefit to children; yet it ſhould by no 
means divert them from reading the 

Scriptures themſelves : for although the 
people called Quakers, have been fre- 
quently charged with denying them; I 

can ſay for myſelf, That I was bred up in 

the reading of them from my child- 
hood, my parents being of that perſua- 
ſion. And ſince I came to years of un- 
derſtanding, I always eſteemed them pre- 
ferable to all books whatſoever; and | do 
freely and ſincerely acknowledge *tis my 
belief, That the Bible is the beſt book 
extant in the world: and I can ſay for the 
reſt of my Friends of that profeſſion, 
That I never met with any amongſt them 
of a contrary opinion.

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As to the ſeveral Sentences of Scripture 
herein contained ; I have made no com- 
ment upon, or addition to the words of 
the Text; and have been as exact as I 
could in citing Chapter and Verſe: and 
where I have, be brevity's ſake, when the 
matter would bear it, ſet down in ſome 


own but a part of a Verſe, I have ta- 
en notice of i it by this ſtroke——. 


Tux Queſtions formed herein are an- 
ſwered by the words of the Text: And J 
have endeavoured in both to be as conciſe 
as may be, thereby to render it the eaſier 
for children to learn by heart : And 
therefore I recommend the Readers to the 
Scripture itſelf, diligently to obſerve what 
goes before, and what comes after the 
Quotation ; that they may thereby be ena- 
bled, through Gov's aſſiſtance, to judge 
for — the meaning of the Text. 
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CONCERNING 


EDUCATION. 


AVING premiſed theſe few things, 

by way of Apology for this preſent 
Publication, before I conclude the Preface, 
I ſhall tenderly offer to parents, ſome of 
my thoughts concerning Education ; 
which being a matter of great importance 
to our offſpring, much might be written 


on that ſubject: but being willing to 


avoid many particulars, I ſhall, with as 
much brevity as may be, only touch on 
the following heads. 


As we ſhould efteem our children, 
ſome of the beſt outward treaſure we are, 
or can be poſſeſſed of; they being a pe- 
culiar bleſſing from Gop : So we ought 
to be thankful to him for them, and pray 
to be endued with wiſdom from above, 
and enabled by his grace, rightly to diſ- 
charge our duties toward them. | 
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1 
Wæ ought to employ our moſt ſerious 
thoughts, and ſome of our time in their 
Education: I mean that part pecularly 
belonging to parents, which 1s, To en- 
deavour, all that in them lies, to implant 
in their minds a ſenſe of Piety and Virtue, 


and to train them up in the beſt things. 


This would prove more advantageous to 
children, than the getting a great deal of 
riches for them: for we have ſeen, that 
many who have been more ſolicitous in 
getting great portions for their children, 
than 1n training them up in Virtue, have 
had ſuch, as have quickly conſumed, 
what their parents have for many years 
been getting, by their utmoſt care and 
induſtry. 


I wovrD not be underſtood, as though 
T lay all the ſtreſs in the ws of parents, 

and in a good Education; fo 
faithfully diſcharge their parts, and yet 
have bad children; for unleſs the bleſſing 
of God goes along with their endeavours, 
and their children have regard to the 
teachings of the Grace of Gop in them- 
ſelves, which reproves them for evil, and 
aſſiſts them in well-doing, all the labour 
and care of parents will prove ineffectual. 
But ' tis often obſerved, where there is a re- 
| ligious 
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ligious concern on the minds of parents, 
to train up their children in Piety and 
Virtue, and they have taken ſuch me- 
thods in educating them, as are conſo- 
nant thereunto : ſuch and chriſtian 
endeavours have ſeldom failed of ſucceſs. 
And not only ſo, but there is alſo a great 
difference between thoſe, who have diſ- 
charged their parts, and thoſe, who have 
not: for if the children of the firſt ſhould 
prove extravagant, and turn their backs 
on the good advice and counſel of their 
parents; although it will be cauſe of ſor- 
row and grief, to ſee any of them in dan- 
ger of being loſt: yet they cannot want 
ſatisfaction in this, that nothing has been 
neglected on their parts. 


Ox the contrary, the laſt will not only 
have the affliction and ſorrow to ſee their 
children prove bad; but when they ſeri- 
ouſly reflect on themſelves, and their own 
miſconduct, they will then have cauſe to 
fear, that the ruin of their children 
may, in a great meaſure, be laid at the 
parents door: which muſt be a two-fold 


affliction, whenever ſuch come to be 
rightly ſenſible thereof. 


THEREFORE tis the ind iſpenſible duty 
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* 1 
of parents in the firſt place to endeavour 
to be good examples to their children : 
for it cannot be expected they ſhould fol- 
low the advice of their parents, if they 
ſee them not in the practice of thoſe 
things they recommend, and that they 
take care to carry themſelves prudently in 
their families; for children have very 
quick eyes and ears, and take more no- 
tice of the words and actions of their 
parents, than many are aware of : And 
therefore we ought to be exceeding care- 
ful what we ſay or do before them; for 
our conduct and behaviour ought to be 
ſuch, as may gain an eſteem in their 


minds: they can eaſily ſpy our faults or 


weakneſſes, and when once a child has 
let in a mean opinion of its parents, oc- 
caſioned by their ill or imprudent ma- 
nagement, their advice afterwards ſeldom 
produceth any good effect. 


Ax there is one thing, that is of a per- 
nicious conſequence, and ought bode + 
to be avoided ; that is, father and mother 
not agreeing in their judgments, but of- 
ren differing and diſputing even before 
their children ; not only about matters of 
Iittle moment, but alſo concerning thoſe 
things which relate to the management of 

their 
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their children: Sometimes one ſhall re- 
prove or correct the child for a fault 
committed; the other, through a fooliſh 
fondneſs, ſhall vindicate, or at leaſt exte- 


nuate, the fault of the child. By which 


means they weaken the hands of each 
other, to the great hurt many times of 
their offipring. 


Axo therefore if parents ſhould at any 
time be of different ſentiments, they 
ought to diſcourſe the matter privately 
between themfelves, and not in the hear- 
ing of their children ; and inſtead of 
thwarting one another, or diſcourſing be- 
fore them of thoſe things that are no ways 
convenient for them to hear, and can be 
of no benefit to them; to take all fit op- 
portunities of inſtilling good principles 
into their minds, by putting in practice 
that excellent advice which Moſes gave to 
the children of Iſrael ſaying, 83 
Therefore ſhall ye lay up theſe — 17 _s 
my words in your heart and in 
your ſoul, and ye ſhall teach them 


your children, ſpeaking of them when 
thou ſittteſt in thine houſe, and when thou 
walkeſt by the way, when thou Leſt down, 
and when thou riſeſt up.” And it is very 
often ſeen, that the good impreſſions that 

| | children 
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1 
children receive from their parents in 
their tender years, are not eaſily worn 
out. 


Axp to the end that the advice 
of parents might take the 1 effect, 
great endeavours ſhould be uſed to have 
(if poſſible) ſuch ſervants as are religi- 
ouſly inclined, ſober, diſcreet, and or- 
derly; for children, being much in their 
company, are liable to receive impreſſions 
from them, and if they are proud, idle, 
ill natured, apt to give bad language, 
or corrupt in their manners, they often 
inſtill the ſame into them: And alſo to 


keep them from reading of idle, roman- 


tick, and prophane books and pamphlets, 
that often infect the minds of youth, and 
which children are too apt to pleaſe 
themſelves withal. 


Now if parents expect to make their 
work eaſy, and prove the more effectual, 
they muſt be ſure to begin with their 
children betimes ; it — eaſy to bend 
a twig while *tis young. T = Be we 
ſhould endeavour to break their wills 
whilſt they are little, and as ſoon as ever 
they are capable, to make them ſenſible 


that their wills ought to be entirely 
ſubject 
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ſubject to ours; and that whatſoever we 
command or require, muſt be punctually 
comply*d with ; But then care muſt be 
taken, to require nothing of them that 
is unreaſonable, or not becoming a reli- 
gious and tender parent. 


Axp if this be practiſed early, and 
they are not ſuffered to have any thing 
they cry or contend for, that is not fit or 
convenient for them, they will eaſily be 
contented without it, and quickly leave 
off ſtriving for maſtery ; which would be 
an eaſe to themſelves, and to all about 
them. And thoſe children, whoſe wills 


are once truly ſubjected to the will of 


their parents, often grow up in duty and 
obedience. 


THEREFORE if we intend ever to go- 
vern our children, we muſt begin with 
them whilſt they are little ; for we can- 
not reaſonably expect they will be obe- 
dient to us when grown up, if they have 
had their wills and maſtery of us whilſt 


they were young. 


We: ought entirely to love our child- 
ren; but then we ſhould be careful not 
to let our love run to fondneſs, and there- 
by cheriſh their _— and humour them 

in 
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in whatſoever they crave or deſire, with- 
out conſidering whether it 2 for their 


good, or not; and thereby ſpoil them, 


and at laſt bring X ame upon 
8 ourſelves, as Solomon well * 
16. ſerves, © A child left to him- 
ſelf brings his mother toſhame.” 
And this may often be ſeen in ſome chil- 
dren at table, who will cry, or crave al- 
moſt for whatſoever they ſee, and muſt 
be ſerved the firſt, without regard to the 
perſons preſent ; and others quietly fit 
without aſking for any thing, but will 
contentedly take whatſoever their parents 
ſhall be pleaſed to give them : And _ 
ws occaſioned by the different 
ment of their ts. And often times 
thoſe that have been humoured from their 
cradle, and indulged as they grow up, 
have gotten ſuch a head over their pa- 
rents, that it. has been ever after out of 
their power to ſubdue their wills. 


Wz ought carefully to obſerve the 
tempers and diſpoſitions of our children, 
and be always ready to take notice of any 
appearance of good in them, thereby to 
it ; and if at any tune we per- 
ceive that which is commendable and 


worthy, to encourage and com- 


praiſe- 
mend it : for if we ſhould only _—y 
their 
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their faults, and always chide and correct 
them, tis the ready way to diſcourage or 
harden them : for as fooliſh fondneſs and 
indulgence are very pernicious on the one 
hand, ſo too much diftance and ſeverity 
are on the other. 


ParENTS ought in their carriage and 
treatment of their children, to endeavour 
to eſtabliſh in them a ſenſe of the true 
love they bear them, which will natu- 
rally gain both love and eſteem from thei 
children; and when once there 1s a true 
love fixed in their minds, they will often 
be fearful of offending thoſe they love ; 
and that fear, which is ſettled upon a bot- 
tom of love and duty, 1s far more dura- 
ble than that which proceeds from the 
fear of a rod and puniſhment. Not but 
that correction may ſometimes be made 
uſe of; yet it ought not to be on 
every flight occaſion, but for ſome great 
offence ; as, when they are obſtinate, and 
wilfully difobey their parents, or tell a 
known lie, or the like : but then it ought 
to be performed with a great deal of diſ- 
cretion, and that without anger or paſſion; 
and endeavours ſhould be uſed firſt, to 
convince'them of the evil they have com- 
mitted, and of the | vr" 0 of the 
crime, and then correct them ſedately and 
| | b 2 coolly ; 
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coolly ; for if it be done in a heat, and 
the reſentment of the fault is mingled 
with paſſion, it ſeldom reaches the mind, 
or has any good effect ; but they are then 
apt to conclude, they are corrected to gra- 
tify their parents humour and paſſion, 
more than for the fault they have com- 
mitted : and in ſuch a caſe it often doth 
children a deal of injury ; but when they 
are once made ſenſible of their fault, and 
they {ee the correction proceeds from their 
parents love and kindneſs, as well as rea- 
fon and judgment, and that it tends to 
their own good, it commonly proves ad- 
vantageous to them. 


AnD as Children ſhould feldom be cor- 
rected by blows, but upon extraordinary 
occafions ; fo too frequent chiding them, 
for every little offence, ſhould carefully 
be avoided ; for the continual uſe of it, 
upon every ſmall occaſion, makes it too 
cheap and familiar, and leflens the au- 
thority of parents, and renders them the 
leſs regarded : while children that are 
brought to a ready compliance with their 

arents commands when they are little, 

and kept ſtrictly to it as they grow up, 
obedience being thereby become in a 
manner habitual to them, a wink or a 
nod wil many times be ſufficient, without 
| frequent 
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frequent chiding : but when that doth not 

do, and words are to be made uſe of, they 
ought to be kind, grave, and ſober, re- 
preſenting the unbecomingneſs of the 
fault, rather than rating at the child for 
it: for paſſionate and haſty chiding too 
often carries ill and unbecoming langu- 
age with it, and children can eaſily diſ- 
cern between reaſon and paſſion ; the one 
reaches the 1 and often 


makes an impreſſion u e mind; the 
other tends to gels in their faults, 
and to make them flight their parents. 


perſons not onl re 
ous and learned ; but alſo well — 
for the education of youth; perſons oi 
good temper and conduct, that, 

with Nous, ugh may teach them virtue and 
good morals, and deal with them in 
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be a meer houſe of correction, but rather 
a place of delight and recreation; which 
maſters may make by their diſcreet and 
prudent conduct: but when they ſhall 
correct or chide their ſcholars in paſſion 
or. anger, for every little offence, more to 
— 4 their paſſionate tempers, than for 
the fault committed, it makes a ſchool a 


terror to children, and tends very much 


to the hurt and hardening of youth : And 
therefore what is before recommended to 
parents, ought to be put in practice by 
maſters, miſtreſſes and tutors. 


Now, before I conclude, I ſhall add; 
That as indulging children in their hu- 
mours, and not ſubjecting their wills 
whilſt they are young, is hurtful and per- 
nicious: So to gratify them in pride, 
idleneſs and luxury, is of a dangerous con- 
ſequence ; for the prophet Ezekiel ſigni- 
8 fied, Behold, this was the in- 

4: — iquity of — Sodom, pride, 
f fulneſs of bread, and abundance 

of idleneſs was in her and in her daugh- 
ters, neither did ſhe ſtrengthen the hand 
of the poor and needy. And they were 
haughty, and committed abomination be- 


fore me: a r as 


I ſaw good.” 
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So that parents ought to be very cau- 
tious of indulging their children in thoſe 
things, which lay a foundation for greater 
evils: and when they perceive a proud 
inclination in them, they ſhould uſe the 
utmoſt of their endeavours to root out 
that pernicious weed, and no ways pro- 
mote or encourage it: But 'tis frequently 
ſeen, that ſome imprudent parents teach 
their children pride in their infancy ; for 
as ſoon as they are dreſſed in a new ſuit 
of clothes, they ſo admire them, that it 
teaches them to be proud of their clothes, 
as ſoon as they have put them on: and 
how can it be expected, but they ſhould 

row-up 1n thoſe things, that have been 
o early inſtilled into their minds? 


AnD where parents have ſo much de- 
lighted to fee finery in their children, and 
as they grow up have indulged them in 
it; when afterwards they have ſeen the 
ill conſequences thereof, it hath been out 


of their power to reclaim them. 


. GREAT care ſhould alſo be taken to 
prevent a habit of idleneſs: and therefore 
ſome good employment, ſuitable to their 
circumſtances, ſhould be provided for 
them; for thoſe who are bred up in pride 
and idleneſs, commonly, (if their 383 

| ances 
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ſtances permit it) live in luxury, and ſpend 
many of their thoughts, that might be 
better employed, in contriving what they 
ſhall eat and drink ; and ſometimes can 


hardly invent any thing delicate enough 
for them. 


Tis no wonder, then that ſo many, 
whoſe education has been after this ſort, 
miſcarry : for although ſome, who have 
had large be innings, and might have li- 
ved in — reputation; yet as ſoon as 
ever they have gotten their portions into 
their own hands, have lived fo much 
in pride, idleneſs and extravagancy, that 


they have quickly run out all their eſtates, 


and reduced themſelves to poverty : when 
others, who have had very ſmall begin- 
nings; yet by their great frugality, in- 
, and 42 to their buſineſs, 
have (with the bleſſing of God accompa- 
nying their honeſt — lived com- 
fortably, and been conſiderably raiſed in 
the world. 


An *tis frequently ſeen, that many 
young people, when they marry, and 
competent portions to ſet up their 
trades ds having laid out great part 


thereof in rich and unſuitable 
fine clothes, coſtly furniture, and fitting up 


Li! 

their houſes, and other fine things that 
they might well have been without; have 
had very little left to carry on their trade: 
and then, with high and extravagant li- 
ving, and negle& of their buſineſs, they 
have quickly run fo much in debt, that 
they have been forced to break ; and by 
their own folly have brought ruin upon 
themſelves. 


WaHrtrReas, if ſuch had not at firſt fo 
fooliſhly run out their ſtocks, but been 
frugal, and took care frequently to ex- 
amine into the ſtate of their affairs, and 
made their expences ſuitable to their bot- 
tom and income, and been diligent and 
induſtrious in their buſineſs, they might 
have lived well by their trades, and been 
a comfort to themſelves and relations. 


Ax ſome, who perceiving their trades 
were not ſufficient to anſwer their expen- 
ces, have run upon ſome deſperate pro- 
ject, either in merchandize, or ſome other 
matters that they neither underſtood, nor 
were capable to manage; which miſcarry- 
ing, they have not only brought ruin 
upon themſelves, and their own families, 
but others have been great ſufferers by 
them. JE. 

AnD this has been occaſioned by their 
pride and extravagancy: whereas, if *

had been humble, frugal and induſtrious, 
and kept to the buſineſs they were bred 
to, they might have maintained their fa- 
milies by the produce of their own trades, 
without running into ſuch apparent dan- 


gers. 


Txest particulars are not written with 
an intention to reflect on any, but as a 
general caution for all, into whoſe hands 
this may come, to take warning by the 
harm and ruin of others: for as *ris ſaid,

Q. Is the Heart of the wicked often 
ſet to do evil, becauſe Judgment is not 
ſpeedily executed upon them ? 

A. Eccleſ. viii. 11.---Becauſe ſentence 
againft an evil work is not executed ſpee- 
dily ; therefore the heart of the ſons of 
men is fully ſet in them to do evil. 


Q. What faith Agur of four wicked 
Generations? 


A. Prov. xxx. 11. There is a gene- 
ration that curſeth their father, and doth 
not blets their mother. 


12. There is a generation that are pure 


in their own eyes, and yet 1s not waſhed 

from their filthineſs. | 
13. There is a generation, O how lofty 
are their eyes ! and their eye-lids are lifted 
up. - 
14. There is a generation, whoſe teeth 
are 
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are as ſwords, and their jaw-teeth as 
knives, to devour the poor from off the

Q. Did God command the Prophet 
Jeremiah not to pray for a wicked people, 
that were hardened in their Sins, and 
would not hearken to the Call of God ?

Q. What ſaid the Prophet Jaiah of the 
IWickedneſs of the Children of JVrael? 

A. Jai. i. 2.---Hear, O heavens, and 
give car, O earth; for the Lord hath 
ipoken, I have nouriſhed and brought 
up children, and they have rebelled 
againſt me, 

3. The ox knoweth his owner, and 


the 
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the aſs his maſter's crib : but Iſrael doth 
not know, my people doth not conſider. 
4. Ah ſinful nation, a people laden 
with iniquity, a ſeed of evil-doers, child- 
ren that are corrupters, they have forſa- 
ken the Lord, they have provoked the 
holy one of Iſrael unto anger, 


Q. Doth not Fob adviſe the putting 
away of Iniquity ? 
A. Job. xi. 14.---If iniquity be in thine

Q. What doth the Prophet Jaiab ſay, 
ſeparates people from God, and cauſeth 
him not to hear their Prayers ?

0 they hanged Haman on the 
laws that he had | cnc, for Morde- 
cai, Then was the King's wrath pacified. 


Q. After what manner was Korah, and 
the reft of thoſe wicked Men, deſtroyed, 
that roſe up againſt Moſes and Aaron ? 

A. Num. xvi. 21.---And it came to 
paſs, that the ground clave aſunder that 
was under them: 

32. And the earth opened her mouth, 
and ſwallowed them up, — their houſes, 
and all the men that appertained unts 
Korah, and all their goods. 

33. They, and all that appertained 
ro 
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to them, went down alive into the pit, 
and the earth cloſed upon them: and 
they periſhed from among the congre- 
gation. 


Q. What ſaid God to Noab, concern- 
ing thoſe that ſhed Man's Blood? 

A. Gen. ix. 6. Whoſo ſheddeth man's 
blood, by man ſhall his blood be ſhed: 
for in the image of God made he man. 


Q. What did the Lord command the 
Prophet to tell Ahab King of [fraet, when 
he went to take Poſſaſion of Nabeth's 
Vineyard ? | 

A. 1 Kings xxi. 19.---Haſt thou killed, 
and alſo taken poſſeſſion ?---T hus faith 
the Lord, In the place where dogs 
licked the blood of Naboth, ſhall dogs 
lick thy blood, even thine. 

23. And of Jezebel alſo ſpake the 
Lord, ſaying, The dogs ſhall eat Jezebel 
by the wall of Jezreel. 


Q. What faith 7aiah the Prophet of 
thoſe People, who would not hearken to 
the Call of God ? 

A. Jai. Ixv. 2.---I have ſpread out my 
hands all the day unto a rebellious peo- 
ple; which walketh in a way that was 
not good, after their own thoughts ; 

3. A people that provoketh me to an- 
ger continually--- T herefore 
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12. Therefore will 1 number you to 
the ſword, and ye ſhall all bow down to 
the laughter : becauſe when I called, ye 
did not anſwer ; when I ſpake, ye did not 
hear, but did evil before mine eyes, and 
did chooſe that wherein I delighted not. 


Q. What was the Cauſe that the King 
of Judab, and the Inhabitants of Feru/a- 
em were carried away Captive to Babylon? 

A. 2 Chron. xxxvi. 11.---Zedekiah was 
one and twenty years old when he began 
to reign, and reigned eleven years in Je- 
ruſalem. 

12. And he did that which was evil in 
the ſight of the Lord his God, 

13. And hardened his heart from 
turning unto the Lord God of Iſrael. 

14. Moreover, all the chief of the 
prieſts, and the people tranſgreſſed very 
much, after all the abominations of the 
Heathen, and polluted the houſe of the 
Lord which he had hallowed in Jeruſa- 
lem. | 

15. And the Lord God of their fa- 
thers ſent to them by his meſſengers, ri- 
ling up betimes, and ſending ; becauſe he 
had compaſſion on his people, and on his 
dwelling place : 

16. But they mocked the meſſengers 
of God, and deſpiſed his words, and 

M miſuſed 
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miſuſed his prophets, until the wrath of 
the Lord aroſe againſt his people, till 
there was no remedy. 
17. Therefore he brought upon them 
the king of the Chaldees, who flew their 


voung men with the ſword in the houſe 


of their ſanctuary, and had no compaſſion 
upon young man or maiden, old man, or 
him that ſtooped for age : he gave them 


all into his hand. 


20. And them that had eſcaped from 
the ſword, carried he away to Babylon: 
where they were ſervants to him and his 


ſons, until the reign of the kingdom of 
Perſia.

A. Amos vi. 1.---Wo to them that are 
at eaſe in Zion, 

3. Ye that put far away the evil day, 
and cauſe the ſeat of violence to come 
near;
